QUTLOOK GROWS MUCH BRIGHTER, 
Oyster Bay, N.Y, Aug. 
President Roosevelt, it is believed, has 


played his trump card and averted a disay- 


trous ending of the peace conference at 


Portsmouth, N. H. 


At the request of the president Baron 
Rosen came to Oyster Bay this afternoon and 


had @ long talk with Mr. Roosevelt regarding 
the status of the negotiations and the stum-' 
bling blocks that have stopped further prog- 
ress by the envoys. 


_ ‘World Wide Pressure Used. _ 
President Roosevelt has not been alone in 
his efforts to bring about a lasting peace. 
He has the active and cordial support of 


Great Britain, France, and Germany. 


Tremendous and world wide pressure is be- 
ing brought to bear upon the governments at 
St. Petersburg and Tokio not to permit the 


Portsmouth conference to fail of affirmative 
result, 


The president believed and felt Lciiahianall 
regardless of the statements published to 
the eqntrary, that Russia has resigned her- 
self to the fact that she will have to pay 


some indemnity. | 


| Indemnity to Be Reduced. 

It is thought, however, that through Baron 
Kaneko he succeeded in persuading the 
Japanese government to bring that in- 
demnity within the bounds of possibility for 
Russia. 

The mikado’s great respect for the presi- 


‘dent is well known and he would be likely 
‘te concede to the president what he never 


could Bring to, concede to Russia 
without outside suasion.

Mr. Roosevelt, in all peubaniticy, pointed 
out’ to Baron Rosen that, indemnity and 
all, ft will be cheaper in the end for Russta 
to end the conflict and devote herself to 
internal improvements and the develop- 
ment of her vast resources; that the first 
thing Russia should do is to build up a navy. 
Sakhalin Wot Worth Haggling Over. 

He pointed out that without a navy the 
island of Sakhalin, which Russia declines 
to cede, is of small value, and, as according 
to the president's idea, it takes a generation 
to build up a navy, he probably suggested 


‘that Sakhalin was not worth bothering about. 


Besides Sakhalin and the indemnity there 


remain articles 10 and 11, referring to the 


transfer to Japan of the warships interned 
in the Pacific and the limitation of Russia‘s 
naval forces in Pacific waters. These condi- 


j tions, is it believed, Baron Rosen put before 


the president ae particularly bitter pills to 
swallow, but the president's proposal, it is 
believed, affects these points also in such a 
way as to make them acceptable to Russia. 
Better Feeling After the Talk. 

The conference between himself and Baron 
Rosen, that by arrangement was to last 
thirty minutes, actually lasted an hour and 
three-quarters. The president was extreme- 
ly earnest throughout, and in the end it was 
known that he as well as the Russians were 
much more cheerful. 

‘Baron Rosen declined to say anything 
about the conference. He will lay the presi- 
dent’s suggestions before M. de Witte, his 
senior, at Magnolia, Mass., Baron Rosen's 
sammer home, and M. de Witte in turn on 
Monday will lay them by cable before the 
czar. By Tuesday, it is expected, when the 
conference reassembiles at Portsmouth, it 
will not break up, as expected, but will have 
new matter to discuss and will ‘epmanenie 


| Not Seeking for Glory. 
President Roosevelt tonight said he could 
in nowise discuss the conference between . 
himself an@ Baron Rosen, but the president's 
general ideas on the sitation are pretty well 
known. His anxiety for peace does not 


come from any vainglory that makes him. 


fear the failure of his efforts. The presi- 
dent really and sincerely believes that peace 
is the best thing for the two ‘belligerents as 
well as for the world at large. 


It ie believed the president announced to 


Baron Rosen his firm conviction that Rus- 


sia can gain little by continuing to fight 


now. He does not mean that Russia should 


humiliate herself and accept peace at any 


price, but he: believes if Russia allows her- 


self to be led by her pride to fight on now

SAY ALFONSO I INSANE, 


Boy King Gets Mitten on Strength | 


ENGLISH PRINCESS REJECTS. | 


Edward 
_ Hears of Threatened Imbecility. — 


MADRID, Aug. 19.-King Edward has re- 
fused to allow the marriage of King Alfonso 
and Princess Patricia of Connaught. This 
action, the news of which was given to the 
public today by Dr. Macho, private chaplain 
to the royal family, was announced at the 
time the young Spanish rulér visited London. 

“ King Bdward,” said the doctor, appointed 
two physicians as members of Alfonso’s suite, 
with instructions to study Alfonso's physical 
condition. These physicians reported that 
the young king shows signs of insanity and 
is suffering from tuberculosis. 

“ Acting upon this report, King Edward | 
broke off the negotiations for the marriage.” 

The king is weak physically, having inher- 
ited the disease from his father, who died 
of consumption. 

When 4 years of age Alfonso was seized 
with an iliness from which no one expected 
him to recover, but he rallied unexpectedly 
and has since enjoyed comparative health. 

Alfonso is a more than uncommon)y tragic 
figure. The grandeur and vast extent of the 
boy’s various palaces only emphasize the 
contrast between the impoverished Spain of 
today and the magnificence of the empire 
that once dominated all Europe, into whose 
coffers gold kept tumbling from every point 
of the compass, and that held the western 
continents in the hollow of her hand. 


Immediately Sought a Wife. 

“When King Alfonso was crowned on May 

17, 1902, at the age of 16, the following an- 
nouncement Was made: 

“As soon after his assumption of office 
as circumstances will allow, and his health 
permitting, Alfonso will make his final tour 
of the continent and inspect the available 


affairs of state require that a earrings 
should be arranged at once.” 

Apropos of recent reports concerning his 
mental condition many interesting stories are 
told of Alfonso XIII. Last week, when he 
opened a charity bazaar in Madrid, he was 
presented with a magnificent bunch of yellow 
roses by a little 10 year old girl, who in re- 
turn received a kiss and a few kind words 
from her sovereign. Before any one had 
time to restrain her the child begged Alfonso 


she shyly extended towards him.

The king bent down, and, using an English 
fountain pen (which he carries everywhere), 
wrote busily for several minutes. Those 
present, much interested, crowded round, and, 
‘to their great amusement, read: 

“Alphonse-Leon- 
Isidore-Pascal-Antgine, king of Spain, Cas- 
tile, Leon, Aragon, the two Sicilies, Jerusa~ 
lem, Navarre,. Granada, Toledo, Valencia,

geciras, Gibraltar, the Canaries, the East and 
West Indies, India, and the Oceanic conti- 
nent, archduke of Austria, duke of Burgundy, 
Brabant, and Milan, count of Hapsburg, 
Filandera, Tyrol, and Barcelona, Lord of Bis- 
cay and Molina, etc, ‘étc., ete.” 


He is extremely modern In his tastes and 
has a special fancy for landscapes of Coror 
and @f Troyon.

Designs in Competition Are

ARE MUCH ALIKE. 


| Au Provide Ten or Twelve Story 
Block, Only One Giving Much 
Ornamentation. - . 


The plane for the new county building 
which is to be erected in Chicago soon were 
inspected yesterday for the first time by 
others than the county commissioners and 
the board of architects which is to decide 
which of the designs is best suited to the 
county’s needs. The plans are under the 
care of Prof. B. B. Ware of New York, who 
formerly bad the chair of architecture at 
Columbia university, and who is the head 
of the board of architects. 

Most of the designs are similar to each 
other in external features, six of the eleven 
being almost identical in their general 
specifications. These six designs call for a 
building of ten er twelve stories, resembling 
the new First National Bank building in 
the general external design. 

‘The perspective drawings show that the 
lower four stories of the structure are to be 
Built of heavy block stone, and the upper 
stories of pressed brick. White stone trim- 
mings are specified for the windows and 


corners. 


The most striking of the other Geatens is | 


ene which is entirely new in its essential 
points. The perspective drawing shows an 
eight story structure, of which the three 
lower floors are built of heavy stone biocks, 
and which apparently are the foundations 
for the upper floors. Three separate square 
towers rise from this foundation, each one 
of which is five stories in height. These 
towers are set well back from the edges of 
the lower structure and have no immediate 
Sonnection between them. They are ar- 
ranged apparently for office rooms, and each 
one has its own elevators. The towers are 
eonstructed of red brick and have white 


stone trimmings. 4 


The foundation structure contains the 
county offices. On the first floor are the ex- 
ecutive offices, the recorder’s offices, the 
beard of review rooms, the title and abstract 
Gepartiment, and the folio and map depart-.

It is impossible to deny that tobacco is 
conducive to calm refiection and good tem- 
per, and the present dean of Westminster 
appreciated this when he urged that the 
hundreds of men engaged recently In repair-' 
ing the abbey should smoke during the brief 
religious discourses which he organized for 
their benefit during the time of their midday 
rest, when they had finished eating. The 
men seemed to Mike his little sermons in the 
cloisters all the more for being permitted 
to smoke while it was in progress, and per- 
haps some day or another we may come back 
to the customs which prevailed in tne times 


of Dean Swift. 
Sunday Laws, Old and New. 


Although Charles II. was went to snore 
through the sermons, yet it is to him that 
England is indebted for those laws prohibit- 
ing Sunday trading, which exist to this day 
unrepealed, and which are still enforced 
with a considerable amount of severity. It 
was his sign manual, too, that figured on 
those statutes imposing a fine and imprison- 
ment upon people absenting themselves from 
church on the Sunday. These measures con- 
tinued in existence until well into the reign 
of Queen. Victoria. In 1817, at the Bedfdrd 
assizes, Sir Montague Burgoyne was prose- 
cuted for having been absent for several Sun- 
days from. his parish church, and in 1830 tep 
persons were suffering imprisonment for sim- 
ilar recusancy. It is a fact worthy of being 
noted that these laws refer to Sunday as the 
Lord’s day, and not as the Sabbath. For 
English parliament and British legislation 
the Sabbath is Saturday, even now in the 
twentieth century, and in the house of lords’ 
journals proceedings on Saturday are headed 
“dies Sabbati,’’ and in the. standing orders 
one or two “ Sabbath orders” relating to 
Saturday occur. 2 

In the early Christian era the Sabbath and 
the Lord’s day were both observed, and it 
was not until after the constitution of Con- 
stantine that the Lord's day was recognized 
as the only day ofrest. It is therefore hard- 
ly correct to describe the movement against 
the secularization of the Christian Sunday 
as “sabbatarianism,’’ which, as I have stated 
above, is essentially English, and in spite of 
its description as “ Puritan” it owes its 
origin to the Stuart kings rather than to 
Oliver Cromwell and his roundheads. 

That the attitude of the old’ world rulers 
nowadays is opposed to the extreme forms 
of sabbatarianism is shown by the fact that, 
although they have promoted legislation in 
favor of Sunday rest, prohibiting labor and 

kinds of trade, they have made no 
attempt to interfere with the entertainment, 
amusement, and holiday making of the pub- 
lic on the Lord’s day, since itis held that 
healthy pastimes are preferable to enforced 
idleness. EXmperor William, one of the most 
religious minded monarchs, does not see any 
harm in attending the theater Sunday nights, 
and Francis Joseph of Austria is also some- 
times seen in his box at the Burg theater 
Sunday evenings.

| BEAR STEALS 600 FEET OF FUSE. 


Idaho Bruin of Enormous Size Performs 
Queer Antics at the Laclede 
Mine. 


Wallace, Idaho, Aug. 19.—{Special.]—A big 
black bear, fat as a hog from several weeks’ 
feast upon the luscious crop of huckleber- 
ries in the mountains, shuffled into the pow- 
der house at the Laclede mine yesterday and 
walked away with 600 feet of fuse.

- Yesterday morning he made his first ap- 
pearance at the mine The woman cook was 
completing her morning’s work and was 
tripping along for the cookhouse bearing 
some scraps to throw upon the refuse pile, 
when she heard a snort of surprise, and, 
glancing ahead, was nearly overcome to 
see a large bear contentedly feeding him- 
self upon. the refuse. The cook sprinted for 
the cabin and barricaded the door. 

When the men came out of the mine they 
were told of the bear's presence, but by that 
time it had disappeared. It was then noticed 
that the water piped to the-cabin from a 
spring was muddied. This fact was not asso- 
ciated ‘with the bear’s visit. One of the 
miners then went up to the spring to ascertain 
the cause of the muddy water. When he 
reached it he observed a great, bleck crea- 
ture wallowing in the cool water. He com- 
menced throwing stones at the animal.which 
emerged leisurely from its bath, walked a 
few paces, rose on its haunches until it 
appeared to the miner to be nearly as tall 
as the surrounding pine trees, and then 
snaried in a vicious manner, exhibiting a 
fierce row of teeth. As he was unarmed the 
man considered a well conducted retreat the 
best move, and withdrew, not without con- 
fusion.

not find the task of catching live tigera an easy oné or one 
free from danger. He nas to penetrate thick forests, inter 
twined with strong vines. Palms, bamboos, banana trees, and 
every kind of tropical growth are to be found on the island of 
Java. In these growths the tiger of Java makes his lair. 
The usual method of catching a tiger is in huge wooden 
traps placed in a conspicuous part of the forest and baited 
with large chunks of raw meat, or, better yet, a live domestié 
animal, such as a goat or bullock. The traps are sometimes 
worked on the well known “ figure four” scheme, and some 
times merely by propping the door up with a pole, which falls 
when the tiger brushes against ft. The pitfall is not offen 
used, because of the difficulty of removing the captive. When 
caught the tiger is moved triumphantly to the kraton and 
transferred to a cage, in which are other tigers waiting for 


the big fight, which comes off when a sufficient number have 
been captured.

Rent cuts but little figure 
in the expenses of the lunch box make-, any 
good sized room, which may be provided 
with assembling benches and easily cleaned 
is convenient for the business. 

How the Lunches Are Packed. 

From 4 a.'m. until 10 a m. the inside force 
of the lunchroom is kept. Supplies are 
opened and prepared by men, for the further 
manipulation of the women who have charge 
of that part of the work which requires deft- 
ness and speed. The boiled and canned 
meats are sliced and cut up by the men, and 
with the bits of meat the women make sand- 
wiches from the buns which the men have 
cut in halves. Each item. of the lunch, ex- 
cept the fruit, is wrapped in tissue paper by 
the quick flying fingers of the women, and 
to them the hurrying men pass the pies as 
they are sliced into segments, the pickles, 
and the cakes. As the boxes pass the con- 
secutive piles’: ‘of food‘each article is. ar- 
ranged in them to fill the least possible space; 
each itenr has its place, determined by ex~- 
perience—the pickle is placed where it will 
fill up, and the pie is put where it will not 
become soggy and crushed in transit. ) 

Every box is prepared by 9 a. m., or 10 at 
the latest, and then the deliveries begin; the 
boxes are carefully counted and each deliv- 
ering agent is given his instructions. Nearly 
all of the deliveries are made by hand, for 
one man can carry a hundred boxes ata time 
in cases made especially for this purpose. © 

It is the big contracts that require the 
largest firms to own their own wagons. A 
steamship may want its daily consignment 
ef 300 to 500 lunches delivered in one load 
for convenience, and the trainboy who is to 
cater to the loud wants of 2 hungry trainload 
of excursionists or tourists later in the day 
may demand that his big order be filled by 
one delivery. The same dispatch is demanded 
by the distributers of lunchts at the stock- 
yards and such bie plants as the Western 
Electric.

Self- Defense Knowledge 


HAVE had many connections (of a pro- 

fessional character) with the “ physical 
| force’’ party. At one time in England 
the name wasa terror. Respectable citi- 
| gens feared *‘ bomb throwers " every time 
such words as nihilist, anarehist, or Fenian 
‘were mentioned. I think I may, with all due 
modesty, claim some small share in.the 
present boast of Great Britain that nowhere 
in the world is there go little fear of ** propa- 
ganda by dynamite.’’ We have had our 
panics in England, but, with rare exceptions; 
our laws have never been made under their 
influence. In England our panics have for- 
tunatgly generaily resulted in extra police 
precautions, and, tinlike the repressive laws 
on the continent, these can easily be ended 
as soon as their necessity ceases. 

My experience as a detective—and my 
‘views are shared by all practical workers 
in the same‘ field—lead me to the conclusion 
that the only sure preventive of criminality 
_jof all kinds is the certainty of detection. Sir 
Robert Anderson, my late chief, has clearly 
proven his thesis that mere punishment sig- 
nally fails in the diminution of crime. We 
must make the criminal understand that his 
crime is sure to be discovered and his own 
convictions to be equally certain. The:mo- 
tive for crime would then cease. This is the 


.solution of a great in a nutshell. 


Physical Prowees Essential. 
‘Barly in my career I discovered that 
“ physical force " must not be all on one side. 
The first necessity for success as a detective 


is physical fitness. The noble art of self- 


defense needs to be learned and constantly 
practiced to maintain the ability to meet 
without flinching the attacks of the worst 
ruffians, It is not that the detective will 
have to fight; but only that he must be able 
to fight. Ihave had singularly few occasions 
to use my “ strong arm,” but I am perfectly 
sure that had I been less muscular I should 
have often suffered badly from onslaughts 
which the appearance of weakness will some- 
times provoke. Criminals are not uniformly 
cowards, but they are like most of us—they 
prefer to be on the winning side in a personal 
bout. Diseretion is the better part of valor. 
when you face a stronger man than yourself. 
I was a boxer at the age of 12: Golf, hockey, 
and wrestling have kept me in excéllent form 
up to mow, and at the present time I have no 
particular need to avoid an encounter of any 
kind with any average man of half my age. 
I have already told in my ‘ ‘Memoirs ” how

_ Every time I visited an anarchist center 
I rejoiced in my own strength. I never re- 
member feeling afraid of a bullet, or of a 
bomb—which are so sudden that a detective, 
like a Soldier, forgets such commonplace 
risks.

_ Police Seldom Attacked 

It is seldom that criminals attack detect-

All his interests lead him to pursue his evil 
courses as quietly as may bé, and he does 
not go out of his way to incur needless quar- 
rels.

that ad. should draw enough applicants to 
fill a theater. Then if the collected candi- 
dates should learn that they might expect 
salaries of $25 or $30 a week just as soon 
as they had mastered the business and proved 
their efficiency, which would be within a few 
weeks at the most, that whatever extra 
efforts they might put forward to improve 
the business would be generously paid for. 
and that there were a number of positions 
paying from $4,000 to $10,000 a year, and 
even more, which were awaiting those among 
them who would demonstrate their ability: to 
fill such situations, would there not be eager 
efforts to get on this promising pay roll, to 
embrace this golden opportunity? . 

There is no such ad. but there are scores 
of those positions open. They are open every 
day and there is a constant call for men to fill 
them. They are the places in the field ranks 
of the industrial life insurance companies; 
the appointments as agents to collect small 
weekly premiums paid by the insured, and to 
write new business of the same class, 

Accurate figures are not available, but 
there are in the neighborhood of 30,000 men 
and women doing this work in the United 
States and Canada. Their average earnings 
greatly exceed $15, per! week and in, the larger 
cities it is safe to double these figures. A‘ 
any rate, it is certain they are paid more than 
the average office man and probably enjoy 
larger incomes than that of the average 
professional man. In view of the. fact that 
they are unskilled, in the sense of having 
bad no previous training, they are probably 
the best paid workmen in the ranks of Ameri- 
can labor. 

.-The work is anything but burdensome. Bix 
or seven hours is the maximum required ina 
day. Half holidays are to be had every Sat- 
urday in the year. If satisfactory results 
have been produced, a vacation of ten days 
in the summer jis granted asa matter of right 
and double pay accompanies the outing.

Ignorance of Business 


Salesperson’ 


T has been said that the greatest fault 
of the clerk is lack of consideration. 
From the viewpoint of the customer this 
may be a just criticism, though years of 


experience as a professional shopper have | 


not shown that clerks are so different from 
other human beings in matters of polite- 
ness, consideration, attention, and kindred 
traits. Gather a thousand people of any 
class together and you will find about nine 
hundred who have little consideration for 
other people under any circumstances, Plac- 
ing the thousand people behind the counter 
of a great department store cannot change 


these figures. Often it is the fault of the cus- 


tomer if she receives rude treatment at the 
hands of a clerk, fdr even customers aro 
trying sometimes. 

There is another side to this question of 
the deficiencies of clerks which is importast 
from the employer’s standpoint at least, and 
one which oven he fails to realize in many 


* cases. 


The average clerk knows little about the 
goods he sellg over the counter. It is this 
lack of knowledge of the goods he handles 
and the stock carried fn the department 
which most frequently allows trade to slip 
through his fingers. | 

‘The sale of a bit of merchandise seems on 


its face a simple thing. It is summed up in 


a request from the customer, the filling out 
of a check by the clerk, wrapping and de- 
livery of the parcel. Instead, however, of this 
being a complete transaction in itself it is 
really the consummation of a transaction 
which has been pending for months and for 
which much time and many dollars have 
been spent. 
* 
Buving of Stock Counts. 

“These are days of large business and keen 
competition. The first thing which has to 
be considered is the buying of the stock of 
merchandise, and this means heavy ex- 
pense, not only on account of the money in- 
vested but because competent buyers are 
scarce and demand good salaries. The goods 
must be well bought. 

There ig an old saying that « goods well 
bought are half sold.” Twenty-five years 
ago this was true beyond a doubt. Today 
every merchant exploits his goods by adver- 
tising. In addition to being well bought, they 
must be well advertised. No matter how 
well advertised they may be, they must be 
displayed in a manner suited to the adver- 
tisement. Each one of these branches re- 
quires competent, high salaried men to direct 
and carry out the work. 

We will assume that each has done his 
work thoroughly up to this point—the mer- 
chandise has been caréfully chosen, bought 
at a figure to insure good profit to the mer- 
chant and reasonable price to the customer; 
it has been advertised in a strong, interest 
holding style, and displayed in a manner to 
support the advertisement. At this critical 
point the clerk steps in and meets the cus- 
tomer to finish the transaction. If he is 
competent, knows his business, and, above 
all, knows his stock, everything will work 
out as planned, but let an incompetent clerk 
come in at this moment and he can destroy

Clerks Should Study. | 

The clerk who wants to succéed—whe 
wants to make himeelf indis- 
pensable to his department—and who is 4m 
bitious to become a buyer— should train Bim- 
self to know by sight and touch each grade 
of goods he handles. He should look every- 
where for information in regard to bis line, 
not only in the advertising cohtumne of his and 
other firms, but also in whatever printed mat- 
ter comes to hand. Almost every manufactur- 
er does more or less advertising nowadays, 
giving much information as to methods ip 
manufacture, reasons why his product 
perior, and suggestions for its use. Asto the 
superiority of the article it is well toforman 
opinicn independent of all sta‘ements made 
therein, but as to information along otter 
lines much can be gained in this way. It 
makes no difference where the information 
is obtained if it be accurate 

It ia @ point worthy of note that while only 
high class men are employed to take all pre- 
liminary steps leading up to the sale of mere 
chandise. when it comes to the actual trans- 
action over the counter it ls most often turned 
over to those who are not even fairly well In- 
formed in regard to the goods they have in 
hand.

Any of the above 
models are particularly good if one dees not care to at- 
tempt the three piece suit, on account of their simulating 
little jackets, which always make a pretty style for 
fall wear out of doors as well as in. The narrow ruffles, 
cordings, and arrangements of “cable cord” are all par- 
ticularly good for foulard, which needs something in the 
way of skirt trimming in order to givo it body. 

The long, draped tunic or overskirt in the picture also 
ig & popular fashion which it is safe to follow in either this 
material or in the extremely light weight wools, such as 
gephyrs and delaine, which are used for indoor gowns.

This material, 
which is misleadingly called pongee, comes in good weights 
and in dark colors, which makes it especially good at this 
time of year. It resembles Shantung gilk and seems to 
be a mixture of linen threads with the rougher silk yarns. 
These goods should be made on the lines of linen suits, and 
form the best investment which can be made for a fall 
jacket suit which has some warmth and which will be 
good next summer. A shirt waist of the same added to 
an outfit of this kind would make an ideal dress for every 
day winter and indoor wear. me 

In some of the latest of the three piece. costumes there 
is a new touch to the little short coats which is both pretty 
and practical. Where a lingerie frill is introduced around 
the edge of the coat it 's attached to a white lawn lining 
which is made up separately and tacked to the inside of 
the coat.

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HOW TO MAKE THE POPULAR 
TRIMMING AT SMALL COST. 


NE of the puzzling things is the manner of both 
turning the silk and introducing the “cable” 
into the popular cable cord trimming. When 
managed properly both processes can be done 
at the same time. The silk—esilk is the best 
fabric to make it of on account of its not being 
to turn well—should be cut ‘ on the straight.” 
Lengths of three yards can be handled conveniently, and 
the seams, if it isn’t possible to cut from one long piece, 
should be trimmed as narrow as possible and still keep 
them firm. For a No. 6 cable cord, which is the best 
medium size for the scroll trimmings, the silk is cut an 
inch and a quarter wide. Stitch it up on the machine and 
sew up one end of it over and over ty hand. Punch this 
inward as if you were going to start turning it. The tape 
needie is then sewed firmly to the end of the cable cord and 
is run through, taking the end of the silk along with it 
and bringing ft through at the other end not only right 
side out but with the cord in place. This makes the kind 
of cord that is used to best advantage in loops and scrolls, 
and which can be easily turned into “ lozenges.” A smaller 
size makes a favorite trimming when used at the head 
of gathered ribbon ruffles.

[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Aug. 10.—Of late quite a number 
“of events have called attention to the re- 
markable friendship that texists between 
King Bdward and Consuelo, the American 
dowager duchess of Manchester. This friend- 
ship deserves to be described in this way 
because, of an uncommonly intimate nature, 
it has lasted for nearly thirty years—or since 
a short time after the duchess came to this 
country as the bride of the late Guke of 
Manchester—without a single rupture, and, 
what is more, without so much as an in- 
sinvation in connection with it. 

The dowager duchess is almost as great a 
friend of Queen Alexandra as she is of hér 
husband. She has almost as big a " pull” 
with her majesty as she has with the king. 
No one ever heard of the queen deputing cer- 
tain other of the king's friends to represent 
her at 4 smart bazaar, or making them stew- 
ardesses of some of her most important ben-- 
efactions to charity, but such marks of royal 
favor have been bestowed on the dowager 
duchess of Manchester times without num- 
ber. And akthough the houses, outside, those 
of royalty, which the queen honors with her 
presence do not number @ dozen all told, 
King Edward's consort is frequently the 
guest of the dowager duchess. : 

Last summer, when the duchess gave a big 
dinner party at “ Egypt,"’ the luxurious sea- 
side house she occupied for several years 
during the Cowes season, both the king and 
the. queen Were present, and when the 
duchess entertains the king this fall at 
Braemer castle, the historic Scotch seat ad- 
joining Balmoral, which she has just taken 
for the grouse season, it is more than ikely 
that the queen will also be a member of the 
party. It is a fact that Alexandra is seldom 
or mever present at the iamous “™ bridge 
parties ’’ which the duchess gives so fre- 
quently in London especially for the king, 
but that is merely because her majesty cares 
little for bridge and is not over and &bove 
fond of some of the king’s “ pals,” who, by 
ne desire, are always invited to these par- 

es. 


King Will Do Anything for Her. 
_ Regarding the potency of the “ pull” 
which the dowager duchess has with both 
the king and queen, there is simply no ques- 
tion. Those in a position to know’ declare 
that she could make the king do practically 
anything. It is an open secret that it was 
at the suggestion of King Edward that Mrs. 
Hartmann rented White Lodge, the pictur- 
esque mansion in Richmond park, to the 
dowager duchess for the months of July 
and August. This residence, which is crown 
property, was formerly the home of the 
present princess of Wales and her mother, 
the duchess of Teck. : 

Most persons will remember that both the 
king and Queen Alexandra were present at 
the christening of the present duke of Man-

his American wife, but it really was noth- 
ing of the sort. It was done entirely ,to 
please the dowager duchess, the queen her- 
self taking the initiative and telegraphing 
to offer herself as godmother as soon as she 
heard of the interesting event. For the

On the er hand, it is now asserted by 
those ‘‘in the know” that it was the dow- 
ager duchess who dissuaded the king from 
making his long promised visit to Kylemore | 
castle, the Manchesters’ seat, when he vis- 
ited Ireland last year. The young duchéss 
of Manchester is not especially well liked 
in the highest circles, and by her r@ther un- 
gracious magner is said to have incu 
the displeasure of her mother-in-law, who, 
though notoriously generous by disposition, 
is a hard hitter when angry. And only a 
word from her was necessary to shatter all 
“fresh”’ young daughter-in-law’s 
dreams of royal patronage. | 


How Remarkable Friendship Began. 

One naturally asks how this American 
woman—rich, titled, and attractive as shé 
is—managed to attain her present position; 
for it takes a good deal more than these fair- 
ly common advantages to gain for their pos- 
sessor the personal friendship of the king of 
England. Well, to begin with, Consuelo, 
duchess of Manchester, is the type of woman 
that the king likes best—that is one who Is 
cl.ver, who is well informed, and Who can 
talk well. The most beautiful of women has 
absolutely no attraction for the king un- 
less she is bright and can amuse him. More- 
over, the duchess has another faculty which 
always has made a hit with King Edward— 
she is a perfect entertainer and never even 
considers the question of expense in attain- 
‘ing the limit of sumptuousness and luxury. 
Of course, she didn’t get to be the king’s 
best woman friend without the exercise of 
uncommon tact and good management, but 
she has luck on her side, too. Hardly had 
she arrived in this couatry than she had the 
unusual good fortune to be championed in 
public by the king himsel?.

Later in the evening the heir appar- 
ent made a point of apologizing to the 
young duchess for what he described as an 
outrageous breach of good manners, and 


marked attention. That was the beginning 
of a friendship which has few parallels in 
court annals, and which grows heartier as 
years go by. | 

Soon after the prince called on the duchess 
in the big house at Portman square, which 
she has just given up, and received an un- 
commonly happy impression. The kigg is 
not exactly artistic, but he knows in- 
genious effects when he sees them, and one 
of the first things that struck him in the 
duchess’ establishment was the exquisite 
flowers with which she decorated her rooms, 
the American peeress having introduced the 
extremely elaborate floral decorations which 
are now generally in vogue in London. She. 
had flowers and plants everywhere—bowers 
of them, fireplaces full of them, stairs 
blocked with them. 

Mrs. Langtry was one of the first to im!- 
tate the duchess in this way. Incidentally, 
the; Jersey Lily struggled hard to get into 
the society of the duchess, but Consuelo put 
her foot down definitely and refused to ad- 
mit her to her house. This was after the 
friendship between the king and the duch- | 
ess had ripened, and it is said to have been 
the only occasion upon which it ever has been 
threatened.

‘Of the many different entertainments that 
the duchess gives for the king's benefit, per- 
haps the most notable are her “ dinner- 
bridge "’ parties. His majesty always has 
enjoyed dining with the duchess, who made 
a point of having a French chef years be- 
fore this became a regular custom in aris- 
tocratic households. Since he came to the 
throne the king has shown a preference for 
small dinner parties not numbering over a 
‘dozen persons, and no one, with the possible 
exception of his friend Sir Ernest Cassel, 
arranges such functions as much to his 
majesty’s taste as the dowager duchess of 
Manchester.

twelve miles south of this city, there lives 
a most interesting family. Not only could 
the family be featured from the standpoint 
that it contains, perhaps, the oldest male 
and female twins in the United States, but 
direct members of it have. aside from the 
distinguishment of the couble birth, a most 
interesting family history. Here reside Mr. 
and Mrs. J. M. Gideon and Marcellus Stump. 
Mrs. Gideon and Mr. Stump are twins and 
were born in Ohio eighty-six years ago. Mr.

Gideon Lived in Tlinois. 


Mrs. Gideon and her twin brother were 
born near Urbana. Mr. Gideon) was born 
near Piqua, in the same state. The Gideon 
family moved to Illinois, where they lived 
several years—in Sangamon county—and 
later, in 1852, moved to Iowa. The twin broth- 
er of his wife had traveled while a young 
man out to Nebraska, and had taken up the 
land upon which they were now living. 

In 1877 Gideon traded with his brother-in 
law for this land and came to Doniphan. At 
this time this section of the state was in 
the beginning of its occupancy by the whites 
and in the Initial stages of settlement. Gid- 
eon then had several sons growing up to 
manhood, and gave as his reason for coming 
to Nebraska that there was more land here 
that he could acquire for them or that they 
could acquire for themselves. 


Bought Groceries of Lincoln. 

“I remember Lincoln quite well. I remem- 
ber buying my first groceries of him in Mli- 
nois,”’ said Gideon.” “I saw him later at 
Springfield, too, quite often.

BULL’S RUSH REVEALS BULLION 
WHEN FLOOR FELL WITH WEIGHT 


Men Are Pursued Upstairs, Where Raft- 
ers Give Way, Disclosing Box with 
$75,000. 


VIENNA, Aug. 19.—The incursion of a furi- 
ous bull into a farmhouse at Kierling (Styria) 
yesterday led to the discovery of a hidden 
treasure. 

The bull, meeting two tourists walking 
by the banks of the river, made a rush for 
them, and they sought shelter in an ‘old 
farmhouse. The bull followed and charged 
the door of the farmhouse, which gave way. 
Meantime the two fugitives had locked them- 
selves in an upper room. The infuriated 
animal followed them upstairs, and, attack- 
ing the door of the room, broke it open. 

Suddenly there was a terrific crash as the 
old flooring of the room collapsed under the 
weight of the animal, and the next moment 
the two tourists were amazed at seeing the 
bull’s head and shoulders emerging from a 
huge gap in the flooring, while the lower 
part of its body was invisible. 

@he animal was hanging imprisoned be- 
tween the rafters of the flooring. Three hours 
later a policeman shot it. 

The farmer who occupied the house dis- 
covered lying in a corner of the lower room 
a heavy iron box which on being forced open 
was found to contain a large quantity of 
gold and silver coins of the time of the Em- 
peror Charles V., their value being roughly 
estimated at $75,000.
